"Exactly what I expected," were the words of 
Coach Bob Bailess when posed the question; Was 
the season what you anticipated? 

Despite the numerous injuries, the Jackets rallied 
to a winning record of seven victories, one loss, and 
one tie. Coach Bailess commented that the severity 
and number of injuries this year was greater than 
usual. "There's no real reason — it's just one of 
those things." One of the major injuries was that of 
third-year starting quarterback, Ted Carpenter. Ted's 
injury in practice prevented him from playing in one 
game, and it was feared that he would be out for 
the rest of the season. In that game, against Clarke 
County, the team played under the direction of 
back-up quarterback Jerry Twigg. Coach Bailess ob¬ 
served that the team was unaffected by the switch 
and proved it by winning 21-13. The players even 
said that the many injuries didn't affect the per¬ 
formance of the team because of their depth of 
skill. 

Many football players have had the importance of 
a strong defensive unit drilled into them by their 
coaches. The Jacket defensive team proved to be a 
deciding factor in many games. At Loudoun Valley, 
defensive ends Billy Meetre and Gary Harding 
scored the two touchdowns that made the 14-6 
victory possible. Against Park View, Bryan Sutton 
picked up a fumble and ran 64 yards into the 
endzone to help the team to a 7-6 win. 

By beating Osbourn City, 6-0, the team clenched 
second place in the North-western District.

A step toward Varsity 


Getting the ball to the inside man is an easy way to rack up points.

In a cramped, sweaty, windowless room works 
the crew of the Hi-|acket. Through the open 
door, people in the hall can hear a radio almost 
blaring and odd exclamations like, "Oh, shoot! It 
doesn't crop!", meaning that a picture doesn't fit 
where it's supposed to. The floor is covered with 
pictures and paper (mostly trash), rulers, pens, 
crumpled up layout sheets thrown in frustration, 
and old homework. 

Looking somewhat like a chicken with its head 
cut off, the editor-in-chief — trying to sound 
authoritative but sounding frantic instead - says, 
"All right, let's figure out exactly what we have to 
do now." 

Sitting on the floor in her famous gymnastics 
straddle, the assistant editor works on a layout. 
"We don't have any pictures," she moans. "You 
know it?" 

And at the only regulation-height table in the 
room, the other two members of the regular staff 
write captions: "What can you say about this 
one? They aren't doing anything." 

Friends wander in to see what goes on in 
yearbook land, but they leave as soon as they 
hear, "Hey, want to write some captions?" A 
football player comes in and asks if his picture is

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getting into the book. The editor spies the shape 
of a potential copy writer slinking by the year¬ 
book office door. "How would you like to work 
on copy? We need it in three days/' she yells. 

This pandemonium reigns from early Septem¬ 
ber to the end of February virtually every day 
after school. And on deadline days, the staff is 
sequestered in their little room until very late at 
night, until someone mumbles, "I can't do it 
anymore. It just takes so much concentration to 
type." Or they work on weekends at the editor's 
house, causing her mother to say things like, "It 
looks like a bomb struck in my living room!" 

And even though the staff knows everything 
that's in it, they are just as thrilled as they hope 
everyone else is when the book finally arrives in 
the spring.

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Teen Counselors Talk About Life 


Every few weeks you hear the same questions. "Where's 
Brian? Where's Greg? Where's etc.?" It happens almost 
always at the same time of day - fifth or sixth period - and 
almost always you hear the same answer: "Teen Coun¬ 
seling." 

You may or may not remember the high school students 
that used to come into your 6th or 5th grade class, ready to 
answer any questions (as long as they were not related to 
sex, politics, or religion) about high school life. That was 
and is what teen counseling is all about, to help upcoming 
high school students realize what life ahead will probably 
be like. 

Started six years ago by the Prince William County School 
Board in cooperation with a Woodbridge drug abuse center, 
students were sent to help kids with problems, and were 
mainly concerned with drugs, alcohol and tobacco. Now 
that the drug abuse center has dropped out of the scene, 
the topics of discussion have widened to include all aspects 
of teenage life, from sports to dating to high school classes. 
There are 31 counselors from Osbourn Park alone. They are 
picked by their experience in different subjects of school 
life, sincerity to help younger kids, whether they have 
conflicting interests with the program, and their grade point 
average. They are all 11th or 12th graders, giving the heads 
of the program a good look at what the student is really 
like. 

"The elementary kids look up to the students because 
they're in that age group that they can relate to," says Mr. 
Kuhn, a guidance counselor and Teen Counseling Program 
Representative at OPHS. "We get real good reports from the 
teachers whose classes are visited and we're always asked 
back, year after year." 

The teenagers get several days of training and are sent on 
their own to handle kids' questions. From then on it's up to 
them to come up with the right answers and not to get into 
the subjects of politics, sex or religion. That hasn't changed. 


It often takes a while for middle school students to settle down 
and pay attention to the teen counselor. Danny Harris, after only 
a few sessions, knows when how to handle them, though — 
when he keeps his cool, they listen.

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"Story Theatre" brings fairy tales to life

This was the choatic backstage scene on opening night of "Story 
Theatre", illustrated by the disjointed dialogue spoken between cast, 
crew, and director. The usual precurtain chatter, giggling, and hissed 
whispers were standard, but as the house lights dimmed, a quiet hush 
enveloped the auditorium. Then the curtain was raised, and a playful 
magic set in as a group of students, parents, faculty, and regular 
everyday people listened in raptured silence to the tales of Aesop and 
the Brothers Grimm - silence, that is, until the audience found itself 
literally crippled with laughter.
